a bit more comfortable. I think 
most people in and around the 
club are impressed with Tim’s 
coaching so they figured why 
not? He reads the game very 
well, was always willing to put 
his point across, and was a 
good captain and a good man. 

Do managerial changes often 
have a galvanising effect in big 
games like these? 

Actually, that’s exactly what 
it usually does. A footballer 
wants to play, so you make sure 
that when you train, you train 
hard, and when you play, you 
play to stay in the team. So 
you get that extra graft, those 
better performances. A few 
good results in games like the 
Arsenal game and Fm afraid 
Villas-Boas will be quickly 
forgotten.
